Another Kentucky witness, 
James L. Redwine of Sandy 
Hook, also praised the Main¬ 
stream program. Now an in¬ 
vestigator for the Department 
of Labor, Redwine formerly 
worked ais a counselor t° Main¬ 
stream enrollees in seven East 
Kentucky counties.

21-Mile Haul To 
Lee Clay’s Plant, 
Then On To C & O 


Harry B. Ranier’s company 
that is operating in Morgan 
preparatory to mining coal on 
several thousand acres in the 
northern section of the county 
and in southern Elliott, is 
named Triple Elkhorn Mining 
Co. instead of East Kentucky 
Costruction and Mining Com¬ 
pany, as this paper stated last 
week. Also, the operation is 
being developed entirely by Ra¬ 
nier’s company without any 
help from Consolidation Coal 
Co., Mr. Ranier told this news¬ 
paper Monday. 

Mr. Ranier, who heads four 
coal mining companies, was 
here from Prestonsburg Mon¬ 
day to meet with Roy H. Cas- 
sitv, president of the Morehead 
and North Fork Railway of 
Morehead; Eldon Evans, tim¬ 
berman and banker of More¬ 
head, and Crate Rice and Jamas 
Trimble, coal and oil prespect 
ors and developers from Paints¬ 
ville. 

Ranier said his company has 
acquired leases or options on 
approximately 50,000 acres of 
coal land in northern Morgan 
and southern Elliott, as stated 
by this newspaper last week. 
But he said the operation would 
be a small one for a while. 

“We are prospecting and 
locating now. We want to run 
some test coal right now; we 
are looking at possibly 10,000 
acres we may develop. It could 
develop into a big operation, 
and we hope so,” he said. 

Mr. Ranier said he had or¬ 
ganized the East Kentucky 
Construction and Mining Co. a 
few weeks ago, as stated by 
this paper. “But that company 
is my operating company on 
another job,” he explained. He 
also said that he was mining 
some land for Consolidation 
Coal, on a sub lease, and then 
selling the coal to Consolida¬ 
tion. “But this job in Morgan 
is mine, and Consolidation is 
not helping,” he said. 

Ranier’s company has mas¬ 
sive power equipment at work 
rbuilding the road from Craney 
up North Fork to Redwine, and 
building a road up the hill 
southeast of Redwine to get 
onto the long ridges that extend 
eastward several miles along the 
divide between Wells Creek and 
Middle Fork of Little Sandy 
River and Big Mandy, the three 
forks of Straight Creek, and 
Laurel, tributaries of the Elk 
Fork of Licking. 

It is this area between Red¬ 
wine and Crockett that con¬ 
tains most of Ranier’s 50,000 
acres. And the area has three 
seams of coal—two of 48 to 52 
in. down on the hill, and a thick¬ 
er seam, possibly 9 to 10 feet 
thick, underneath the top of 
Granddaddy Knob and along 
ridges in that area that have 
elevations above 1.050 feet. 

Ranier plans to haul (he 
“tripped coal via Redwine down 
North Fork to the Rowan line 
and thence up the Lick Fork 
road in Rowan to the top of 
Clack Mountain. By building a 
three-mile sector from Leisure 
to Craney and making use of

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Statement of Senator 
John SKerman Cooper 

Dear Mr. Kinner: 

I am very glad the President 
has signed into law the burley 
poundage bill passed by the 
Congress last week. I believe 
the change to poundage con¬ 
trols will save the burley price 
support program for farmers 
in future years, is fair to all 
farmers, and will protect the 
agriculture economy of the ar 
eas which depend upon burley 
production. 

There will now be a referen¬ 
dum on Tuesday, May 4, to de¬ 
termine whether farmers will 
have a burley program, with 
price supports and poundage 
controls, for the next three 
years. Unless two-thirds of 
those voting favor the program, 
there will be no price support, 
and no limitation on burley pro¬ 
duction. 

This referendum will be no 
different from those held every 
three years in the past — that 
is, a choice between a burley 
price support program and no 
program — except that the law 
has now been changed so that 
each farm will receive a pound¬ 
age quota instead of an acreage 
allotment. 

I support and will speak in 
Kentucky for the burley tobac¬ 
co program which I have work¬ 
ed to protect and defend dur¬ 
ing my entire service in the 
Senate — and I hope very much 
that it will continue to have 
the full support of all farmers 
in all burley producing areas, 
just as it has in the past. 

I want to emphasize I think 
the poundage program is fair 
to all the farmers — whatever 
their size operation — and it 
is the only way I see that 90 
percent price support and our 
buriey program can be main¬ 
tained.

FRANKFORT, K'y. — An 
agreement reached here last 
week between the State and 
ihe Army Corps of Engineers 
has paved the way for the 
start of construction next year 
of the controversial dam on 
the Red River in Powell Co¬ 
unty at the site favored by 
conservationists.

Th e site is 5.2 miles down- 
sr ream from a site chosen 
earlier by the Corps of En¬ 
gineers. The original dam site

On thi s date 
tliey will vote in a referendum 
to determine whether to ac¬ 
cept 1 he recently proposed 
poundage controls for burley 
-or reject the proposal and 
; lit* price support program. 

II the proposal is rejected, 
grovder* will be without a 
price support program. This 
means that we will be ope¬ 
rating without any type of 
program. 

Due to the continued in- 
rease in pounds per acre, 
he U. S. Department of Agri- 
•ulture has declaied that the 
present acreage system is no' 
keeping production in line with 
I hsaDoearance. During past 
! decades, the acreage system has 
•voriic ij real well, and only 
developed problems when far¬ 
mers rushed for greater yield 
per acre. 

| Each grower will be given 
full information on what the 
poundage proposal is prior 
to May 4. In addition, they 
will know what their pound- 
| age quota will be for their 
farm. 

I The 1971 quotas for each 
| burley grower will be comput- 
I ed by taking the average of 
the four highest yields per 
acre hr the last five years 
land multiplying that yield bv 
the 1970 burley acreage allot¬ 
ment for the farm- This quota 
cannot be reduced by more 
than five percent this year. 

Relief for minimum acreage 
growers is provided under the 
poundage proposal, in that in 
1972 and ‘73. their quota cut 
can be no more than two and 
one-half percent. It is possibl" 
that a cut will not be nece-s- 
sarv every year. 

The important thing for all 
growers to keep in mind is

Monitor Making Location 


Personals 


For^AnotherJ Morgan Well 


To Drill A Mile 
Southwest of Its 
New Moon Producer 


Monitor Petroleum Corp., 
after finishing its deep-test 
well on Doc Iosn Creek near 
Moon, made location Tuesday 
for another deep well in Mor¬ 
gan. this one a mile southwest 
oi the big producer drilled in 
a few weeks ago seven-eights 
of a mile north of Moon. 

The new location is °n the 
farm of Steve Lewis on Fyffe 
branch which is between D°c 
Ison Creek and pastures 
Branch. "I.he location is about 
250 yards off Ky. Highway 172 
the Elkfork-Paint Creek road. 

Bink Strickland, Monitor's 

division manager, said they 
would use a rotary rig and 
drill to the Tomstown forma¬ 
tion, which is a little more 
than 5.000 feet deep in that 
section, and maybe would drill 
even deeper. 

The Moon well was drilled 
to the granite at a depth of 
10.016 feet, ^nd is producing 
gas and oil from two pays. 
Gas was struck in the basal 
sands after fracturing. Later, 
Halliburton Company crews 
fractured the Knox at 5,000 
feet, and after acidizing the 
fracture, oil commenced flow¬ 
ing about 10 barrels per hour 
and with considerable force, 
propelled by a good flow of 
gas under high rock pressure. 

Tubing was run last Wed¬ 
nesday and the oil flow filled 
several 220 barrel tanks brou¬ 
ght in by Ashland Oil. 

Then on Monday and Tues¬ 
day of this week, a separator 
tank was installed to seperate 


the gas from the oil. and the 
well was shut in to await ar¬ 
rival of a pump being brought 
in from Texas. 

Strickland said the well 
should be on pump by early 
next week. He has termed the 
well a “mighty good pioducer, 
possibly 250 barrels a day, and 
maybe even bigger.” Final 
tests are to be made next week. 

The new location on Steve 
Lewis’ farm will be Monitor’s 
third test in this area since 
coming to Kentucky. Last year 
Monitor drilled a 9,670 foot 
well at Stevens in eastern El¬ 
liott county and received flows 
of both oil and gas. Their se¬ 
cond well was the Moon well 
drilled on tihe Fred Ison farm 
on Doc Ison Creek in eastern 
Morgan, about 15 miles south 
of the Elliott county well. 
Beth wells were drilled on a 
farm-out agreement with Ash¬ 
land Oil, Pennzoil and Sun. 


Since coming to Kentucky, 
(Monitor has picked up several 
thousand acres of leases in 
four counties—Elliott, Morgan, 
Lawrence and Johnson, and 
Strickland says his company 
plans to drill several wells 
in the first three counties and 
a few in Johnson. 


United Fuel Gets 
Vance Fork Acreage 

United Fuel Gas Co. recently 
acquired leases on considerable 
acreage in the Vance Fork area, 
and this area may soon be the 
scene of more drilling. Rome 
Oil of Lexington has acreage 
on Vance Fork, White Oak and 
around Caney, some of it ad- 
joinig the acreage picked up by 
United Fuel. Also Leo Range 
of Lexington has some acreage 
in that section, and all are 
evincing interest in exploration 
and production wells, it is un 
derstood on good authority.
